Go) lee! Stmms like I recall a pirate DX contest sponsored by a former 
editor of The ACE, musta been geez... more than a year ago, wasn't it? In 
fact, it was December of 1995! As I recall, the winners were promised 
certificates or sumptin' and were requested to contribute money or IRCs 
towards the expense(s). To date, however, there hasn't even been a list 
of participants published anywhere, let alone a list of winners - and 
there certainly hasn't been any mailing of certificates! Same comment 
applies here as it does to station Ops who announce addresses and request 
reports: People what make promises should *keep* them! Ain't it about 
time somebody coughed up something for the winners, at least post a list 
of them - or refunded their money..? 



Buying Equipment 

or: how to get the best buy for your bucque(s) 

Every DXer lias to have some equipment or he/she isn't in the hobby at 
all. Gotta have a radio as well as an antenna, just for starters, or you 
won't hear anything. But since many inexpensive radios aren't worth 
buying and many of us are on limited budgets, how to get something 
worthwhile? Once upon a time there were kits; but in case you hadn't 
noticed Eico and Heath are long gone - and it's usually cheaper to buy a 
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finished product than to buy and build a kit anymore. And new gear is 
sooooo expensive! So what to do? 

Consider used gear. No, seriously! There's a bunch of good used radio 
equipment out there just looking for a home. There's some real junque, 
too, so obviously you've gotta be a little careful. 

Where to start? To make intelligent choices, you've gotta do some 
research: Look around; read a lot; send for used equipment lists (try 
Universal or Burghardt); talk to as many people as you can; ask a LOT of 
questions. Bear in mind that the only stupid question is the one you 
don't ask! Everyone has opinions about radio gear, so ask everyone you 
can. Remember, too, that most people will sing the praises of the radio 
they currently own, so take all advice with a grain or two of salt. 
Again, talk to more than one person. 

OK, you've read through catalogs and used equipment lists, scoured Fred 
Osterman's "Radio Receivers, Past & Present", and worn out your welcome 
at several hams' shacks asking tons of questions. What next? 
By this point you should have a decent idea what's out there and what you 
really want and/or need, so start looking around. Keep an eye on the 
classified ads in your local PennySaver or other birdcage liner under 
Electronics For Sale, and don't forget the Miscellaneous section. This is 
actually the best way to find something big and/or heavy along the lines 
of a Johnson Viking or a Heath DX100B as you'll save a bundle on shipping 
costs by picking it up. 

Occasionally you can find something at a garage or yard sale - and the 
seller may not know what they have, so you could get a really good deal. 
But be careful: Look over the radio closely and ask if you can take the 
cover off. If not, at least give it the "sniff test"; if it smells like 
something burned, leave it for someone else to buy unless you're well 
versed in electronic repair or have a very good friend who is! 
It could take quite a while to find something at a yard sale, but you may 
increase your chances by attending a nearby flea market. A flea market is 
like a whole bunch of yard sales in a one place at the same time. The 
above cautions apply, of course: Check things out very carefully before 
handing over any money. With care and a little luck, you might find 
something worthwhile. 

However, a way to truly increase the chances is to attend a regional 
HamFest! A hamfest is a more specialized flea market devoted exclusively 
to radio and computer gear, thus you're virtually guaranteed to find a 
radio there. Better yet, the sellers know what they've got and can answer 
your questions. Unfortunately, the sellers know what they've got and, 
while the prices are usually somewhat negotiable, you'll probably pay a 
little more than you might at a yard sale. You're much more likely to get 
a good piece of equipment at a good price, however, and many sellers will 
give some sort of guarantee - at least your money back if it doesn't work 
at all. You may be out the return shipping cost, but you won't 
necessarily be stuck with a piece of bunque junque. Be sure to talk out 
the details with the seller before you buy; at least get his callsign 
and/or name and address so you can contact him after you get home. And 
take the time to look around; don't just plunque down your hard-earned 
bucques on the first thing you see because Murphy's Law guarantees: As 
soon as you buy something you're sure to find a better radio at a better 
price in the next aisle! 

Another good source, if you have access to the UseNet,is <rec. radio. swap>. 
In amongst the flame wars and the snide comments about other sellers and 
overpricing you'll find radio gear, accessories, xmtrs, xcvrs, scanners, 
parts, and computer gear offered for sale, often at very good prices. 
Just like anywhere else you'll have to be careful of scam artists and 
outright liars, but with a little caution (and patience) you'll probably 
find what you're looking for. I've made some purchases, a few sales, and 
a couple of good trades through the newsgroup, so I know it can work. 
If nothing else delivers the radio you're looking for, go back to those 
used equipment lists you sent for back in the third paragraph. Both 
Universal and BurgiWdt charge a little more for their used stuff, but 
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both check out (in some cases recondition) and guarantee it for a 
reasonable period (usually 30 to 90 days) . 

With a little persistence and some caution, you should be able to find a 
decent used ICOM or Kenwood for the price of a new Sangean. Happy hunting 
- and good DXing!

"Republic of Mountainous Karabagh" in response to a reception report. The original reply appears to be 
in Armenian, but a German translation was also enclosed. The QSL arrived from the Independent 
Radiostation Voice of Justice, Tigran Meds-Str. 23A, Stepanakert, Armenia. The vcric signer was station 
director Lewon Hajrapetjan , although BBCMS had spelled this as Levon Ayrapetyan. They list a 
schedule using 9677 kHz on Tuesdays and Fridays 1500-1530 UTC and Wednesdays and Fridays 0600- 
0630 UTC. Harald says he doesn't know if daylight time has moved these times back an hour. They say 
they went on air August 1 2, 1997, "trying to calm down the conflict with Azerbaijan and working toward 
a peace agreement." Harald, noting modulation problems when he heard them in September, says this is 
one of the finest QSL's he has ever received. Our congratulations go out to Harald for a truly fine catch! 

RADIO PATRIA LIBRE 
I'm trying to stay hot on the trail of this one, which has become the only regularly heard Western 
Hemisphere pure "while" clandestine broadcaster on SW. It still is the voice of the very active SLN 
guerrillas in Colombia. In Numero Uno #1458, Bob Wilkner of Florida reported them on 6250.08 kHz 
from 2230 2240+ UTC with a female announcer giving a strident political speech. Bob noted QRM from 
voice utility slnlions nearby. I still have failed to hear this one since its move to 49 meters about twelve 
months ago. Are any ACE members having better luck? 

ANOTHER BARRY WILLIAMS JAMMER LOG 
ACE member Barry Williams of Alabama has been scanning the bands in search of jammer signals, and 
has found another one. He notes a warbler jammer around 0325 UTC on 5380 kHz, with a sudden sign- 
off at 0330. Barry is wondering about the potential target of this station. Nothing specific is listed here in 
the 1998 Passport to World Band Radio, but the time and frequency suggest that this could be Middle 
Eastern. Barry is looking for our help here with ideas on the potential target of the jammer. 

NICK GRACE ON KURDS 

Many of the clandestines on the air today are related to the Kurdish situation in Iran, Iraq, and Turkey. 
Former ACE DiaLogs editor Nick Grace, in his Clandestine Radio Intel web site, has a good account of 
the confusing situation with these stations; http://www.qsl.net/ybOrmi/kurds.htm is the URL that 
should take you there. I lined this item out of Numero Uno #1458. How's it going, Nick? 

NON-CLANDESTINE FROM PERU 
ACE member Chris Smolinski sent in an unidentified log on 7745 kHz around 0100-0130+ UTC, 
wondering if it might be a clandestine. Thanks for the audio file on this one, Chris. It turns out the 
station is the relatively s new Radio Cristal in Peru, which has widely heard in North America lately. If 
you want to hear a goodVeruvian on 41 meters, this is a nice target. 
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RADIO KUD1RAT NIGERIA 

Via Ed Rausch in New Jciscy, also mentioned in Numero Uno #1458, Radio Kudirat has announced that 
it went on a two week "maintenance break" in late December and early January. They hoped to resume 
transmissions on 6205 kHz from 1905-2005 UTC by mid-January. This anti-Nigerian government 
clandestine is mainly in English, and thus is fascinating. 

BBCMS CLANDESTINE NEWS 
Many of the clandestine radio items from the BBC Monitoring Service would not fit into the pages of 
Monitoring Times magazine again this month. So, with thanks to Bob Grove and Rachel Haughn at W\ 
here are a variety of new BBCMS items: 

Congo. Radio Congo Liberie in Brazzaville, operated during the 1997 revolt In luppoften 6f ( lenerel 
Denis Sassou Nguesso, has announced that it is being renamed Radio l iberie. This formerly clandestine 
broadcaster said that it is passing "the torch of information, adniiiii.Hriilion, and education of the 
Congolese people at home and abroad to Radio Congo." 

Cuba. Radio Havana Cuba, reporting on the eighth Cuban-North American meeting on compliance with 
migration agreements, noted that TV Marti is airing its bi.udur.i-, i,, Cuba via a blimp transmitter in 
southern Florida. They said that the name of the blimp is "< loido Albeit')," or "Fat Albert" in English. 
Cuban jamming still largely prevents reception ol llie •annul in Cuba, Meanwhile, an item in the Cuban 

newspaper Trabajadores reported that Cuba hat a. .| d lammn-i thai will operate on UHF frequencies, 

should TV Marti follow through on its announced plan! to trantmh on the UHF band. 
Iraq. BBCMS updates the addresses used In thl Voice of Rebellious Iraq, which in Arabic is an ID of 
Sawt al-Iraq al-Tha'ir. It is operated In tin- human sponsored Shji'i group, probably from Iranian 
transmitters as far back as March 1991. They use Ibr following contact points: PO Box 11365/738, 
Tehran, Iran; PO Box 37155/146, Ooiii ban. and PO Box 3680?., Damascus. Syria BBCMS lists the 
following schedule for Ibeii Aiahh Ian|-.i.i|:r semi es IM'ikll/ I mm 0330-0600, 1 300- ! 530 on 6020v 
kHz, and 2100-2300 11 ICon 1 ISfikHz, 

North Korea. The Yonhop news ngency in Seoul mild thai North Koicn stopped Its loudspeaker 
propaganda broadcasts ngaiirsl South Komi on Decembei III A shortage ol cleclncal powei was blamed 
for Ihc QRT. Despite the end of the loudspeaker bioadcasts, shortwave clandestine Voice of National 
Salvation continues its clandestine transmissions. Yonhap notes that the Voice of National Salvation has 
been on the air since 1970. 

Sierra Leone. The Sierra Leone web site reports that Radio FM 98, a pro-democracy clandestine 
broadcaster, is interfering with broadcasts by the Sierra Leone Broadcasting Service on 99.9 MHz FM. 
The item mentioned that Radio FM 98 has future plans for three additional 1,000 watt FM transmitters 
and a shortwave transmitter. It says the station expansion was decided upon when the Sierra Leone 
"junta" announced that it "may not be ready to hand over power to the constitutionally-elected 
government of President Ahmed Tejan Kabbah by April 22, 1998. 

Sudan. BBCMS lists a schedule of the Voice of Sudan with a daily schedule on 12008 kHz upper 
sideband, 9025 kHz, and 8000 kHz daily from 0400-0600 UTC and 1600-1800 UTC. The station is run 
by the Nationai Democratic Alliance, an umbrella group for opponents of the Sudanese government. The 
station has been on the air since August 7, 1995, allegedly from transmitters in Asmara, Eritrea. There is 
an irregular English segment heard between 0515-0530 U TC. Although BBCMS does not list an address 
for the station, it gives a studio telephone number in Asmara, Eritrea of +29 1 - 1 - 1 84027. 
Switzerland. Although this is not a clandestine item, I'm following up on my discussion of the SRI 
transmitter situation that I mentioned in the December ACE after my trip to Switzerland. Citing Glenn 
Hauser's "World of Radio." Bob Zanotli of SRI says the Schwarzenburg transmitter is scheduled Tor 
closure at the end of March. Environmental protests from nearby residents were the main cause of the 
shutdown. I found that real cslale issues were involved when I visited the Schwarzenburg site in 
November, similar to the VGA Bethany closure. The l.enk transmitter site is scheduled for closure in 
October, in anticipation of environmental protests lhat are not yet as strong as the ones in 
Schwarzenburg. The 500 Kw directional SRI transmitter at Sottens will remain on the air. 

7-ACHARIAS LIANGAS LOGS 
Zacharias Liangus of Greece sends In iwo clandestine logs. He heard the Voice of Southern Azerbajan at 
1717 UTC on 7095 kHz December 23. A female announcer gave political talks. He also noted the 
Communist Party of Iran on 3920 U 1/ at 1950 UTC on December 26. A male announcer in Farsi was 
mixed with music, including the communist "lntemalionale" at sign-off. Zacharias tentatively lists the 
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Movement of Islamic Iraqi Kurds on 4130 kHz at 1800 UTC on December 25. This one featured Arabic 
talks and music. The range just above the 80 meter ham band is a good place to scan for Middle Eastern 
clandestines, especially during winter propagation periods to North America. 

WINTER SWL FESTIVAL 
As many of you know, the 1 1th annua! Winter Shortwave Listeners Festival, better known as "The Fest," 
is coming up March 12-14 at Holiday Inn Sumneytown Pike in Kulpsville, PA. The hotel is located at 
the Kulpsville exit (#31) of the PA Turnpike Northeast Extension; this is the first exit north of the 
regular east-west PA Turnpike. As usual, a pirate forum and an ACE table/booth are scheduled. We 
traditionally have at least two dozen ACE members among the couple hundred DXers in attendance at 
this fun event. Registration fees are $40 plus $22 for a spouse. Harold Cones, one of the gang of three 
that organizes the event, says hotel rooms are $64 for a single or double. You should mention the Winter 
SWL Test when you call for a reservation to get this rate. The hotel number is (215) 368-3800. It is a 
good idea to reserve a room now, since the hotel filled up completely a couple of years ago, creating 
room problems for those who did not call ahead. I'll look forward to seeing many of you at this annual

Jeff White of WRMI forwards information on the 1998 Mexican National 
DX meeting. The fourth annual event will be held in Tehuacan, located in Puebla State about three hours 
southeast of Mexico City. Plenty of tourist sites are nearby. A large majority of convention activities will 
be conducted in Spanish. Additional information is available from Jeff at wrmi@compuserve.com on 
the Internet, or via Mexican National DX Meeting, c/o Radio Miami International, PO Box 526852, 
Miami, FL 33152. These contact points are also good for getting information on the various quasi- 
olandestines that pepper the WRMI transmission schedule. 

Klingenfuss 1998 Publications. Are you trying to track down the source of that QRM interfering with 
the pirate or clandestine that you are trying to fish out of the mud? Joerg Klingenfuss has announced the 
1998 editions of his utility station publications. The 1998 Guide to Utility Radio Stations is available in 
book or CD-ROM format. They are available from better shortwave dealers everywhere. Klingenfuss 
maintains a website at http://ourworld.compu5erve.com/homepage5/Klingcnfu.ss/ if you'd like to take 
a look at a detailed description. His I99S Super Frequency List on CD-ROM claims to list 38,000 entries 
"with all clandestine, domestic, and international broadcast stations worldwide." 
WWVB Power Increase. Joel Rose of Ohio sends in an AP article noting that WWVB, the longwave 
time signal from Fort Collins, Colorado on 60 kHz, has raised its power from 10,000 to 23,000 watts. 
They expect to raise this further to between 40,000 and 50,000 watts in the future, probably to ensure 
better signals for consumer clocks being widely marketed that use the signal to constantly give precise 
time. Docs anybody own one of these clocks? 

EEB CLOSING 

Tracy Wood of Sterling, Virginiania says that he went over to the EEB retail store in Vienna, VA, and 
found that they planned to close during the first weekend in January. EDCO, an associated repair 
service, will supposedly continue to operate. We are seeing too many signs of weakness in the shortwave 
equipment hobby lately. EEB was one of the big ones. Its closure comes less than a year after the 
shutdown of Gill'er Shortwave in New Jersey.

Numbers station monitors have heard an incredibly large number of different stations with 
different formats over the years, and sometimes it's been hard to keep track of which station is 
which. They came up with descriptive names such as "Bulgarian Betty" (which, as I've said 
before, isn't Bulgarian), the "Lincolnshire Poacher," "Swedish Rhapsody," and others, The 
editors of the ENIGMA newsletter came up with a letter-number naming system that can be 
used to standardize names of different numbers stations. It's a very simple and easy system. 

The different numbers stations have been grouped in the following categories: English, 
German, Slavic, other languages, Morse, and unidentified signals. The letters used for each 
category is E=English, G=German, S=Slavic, V=other languages, M=Morse, X=unidentified. 
Each station is given its own number starting from 1 and ending in infinity. Easy, huh? So the 
English-language station that says, "Ready, ready" at the beginning of each transmission is 
E1, the "Babbler is E2, Lincolnshire Poacher is E3, etc. 

I think this is an excellent way to keep track of each station and to make sure everybody 
knows exactly which station is which. There can be quite a lot of confusion as to which 
stations we are referring to in our loggings just by using one of the familiar names. What we 
call the "Russian Man" or "Russian Woman" in North America is known as the "English Lady" 
in Europe. Also, the station which uses a male voice reading numbers in Russian Is known as 
the "Russian Man" in Europe. Confusing? However, if we all Use the designator E17, we all 
know exactly which station was heard.
